sad and humiliating fact that the farm 
on which our greatest president wn-i 
born was allowed to be sold for tales 
This, coupled with tbe further rofleo 
tlon that but for tho Interest and pa 
rrlotlam shown by one man this price 
less shrine would have been used for 
eelnsh and base purposes, should make 
the American people feel qiutc proud 
When It was too late there would 
doubtless hai o been raised a great cry 
of indignation which would have in- 
creased In pitch as tbe centenary of 
Mr Lincoln's birth approached. Wo 
are saved from this humiliation by the 
thougutfulness of one man—rather of 
two, for Rev. .Tonkin Lloyd .Tonos hafl 
advocated buying the shrine before 
Mr. Collier took: the matter up Two 
men out of over 80,000,000! It Is so

Tho birthplace farm Is not the only 


Lincoln shrlnd saved from a degrad- 
ing use. Tbe old log building at New 
Salem In which Lincoln lived and had 
his store together with the ground on 
whlcb the historic village stood was 
purchased by Mr William Randolph 
Hearst and made a present to the Old 
Cfalein Chnutnuqun tbe second largest 
Chnutauqua In America.

firm was also bidding for this to ad- 
vertise some of Its war.cs 
It would 


Boom that the whisky men appreciate 
the great liberator, whatever may b* 
said for tbe rest of us 


It la a romantic fact that tbe only 


building loft of the New Salem In 
which Mr Lincoln spent his young 
manhood In that which he himself oc- 
cupied 
All the rest of the town has 


disappeared like n dreara village, as 
though -with his departure It hud per- 
formed Ita function and gone back to 
thn elements, leaving only his cabin 
as a memento 


At the time Mr Collier bought "the 


little furm thnt raised a man" the 
historic rock spring from which it 
took lu name had degenerated Into a 


hog wallow, while the cabm iu which 
Lincoln wnb born hud becu tukoo 
north for show purposes and was 
housed In a Long Island bpsemcut 
This was luscued from the blight of 
commercialism, like the firm 
and 


sent back froio its wanderings to rest i 
in lioyor In its own place .The Joui 
noy to Kentucky was one of triumph 
The UU'e. onp room log cabin was es- 
corted to its destluntlon in greater 
state than most kings and conquerors

Ste-venson spoke for the state of Illi- 
nois and Henry Watterson for tho 


poor and humble nnd bis placing of 
man above wealth, of humanity above 
things and of popular rights above In- 
stitutions, his faith in the masses, bis 
devotion to tho doctiine of equality 
nnd of the rule of the rnajorlt}— all of 
these things .ire needed now dud ever 
in the republic Wha.t a splendid op- 
portunity this centenary presents to 
study Lincoln's spirit, the inneimost 
of the m<m that gives bin) his hold 
im the people of his uge aud all ages! 


Wbilo associations are making bean- 


tlfnl memorials of the material spots 
that knpw him and are arranging pro- 
^r^ms to act ns the machinery of 
prxlse, the form and shell that carry 
the substance nnd life wbv should not 
tho millions of men and women who 
lot e Lincoln devote their leisure to a 
study of his life anil uttennces and 
an attempt to dcflne the genius that 
animaleu them? Then why not crown 
all by u resolve to give to the affiirs 
ot the nation the samo unselfish deio- 
tjon the same high regaid for truth, 
tbe Bimo love of thp Tights of man, 
tbe same spirit of righteousness, the 
same hatred of tyranny, fraud and 
bbum and tbe same faith iu God end 
the common people that he gave la 
such full measure, even to the sacri- 
fice of life Itself? 


If this centenary, this dedication at 


thp birthplace faiiu, this -worldwide 
ceremony in his praise, could beget 
a spirit llke'-tliat 1C wpuld be of un- 
told beneflt to tho nation and to the

Could this people once truly 


comprehend Lincoln, and ' fdllow the 
linos he maiked out, they would make 
of this such a republic as has never

He -was Inaptroa of God, for nowhcra 
dye could bo havo ncfiuirod that wisdom

whero did Shakespeare got 
his genius Morart his muaic? Who wroto 
the lyric ot tho Scotch peasant' As God 
raised up and Inspired them, so did ha 
Lincoln 
When, a thousand years hence 
the truth oC history shall have loft no 
room to doubt, no drama will be followed 
with deeper feellnff than that which tells 
tha story of his life nnd death 
God laid 
his hands upon these rough hewn logs, 
and they brought forth a nation a hero 


Thus the plain Kentucky cabin, the 


humblest birthplace of a great soJl 
since the manger of NnzarPth, return- 
ed to its homo to grace the centennial 
of thnt advent which hud come to 
earth through its door Both the farm 
»nd the house were turned o\er by 
Mr. Collier to an association headed 
by Joseph TV Folt of Missouri and 
baring on its fioard of trustees such 
representative men nnd -women as 
Henry Walterson, Cardinal Gibbons, 
William H Tart, Ida 51 Taibell Jen- 
kin Lloyd Jones, Charles A Towne, 
Mark Twain and Albert Shaw. The 
fund foi the "work -ft us made a com- 
mon people's offering, and tens of 
thousands of these became members 
aud gu"\e each his mite to honor tbe 
man wbo In his oilffln, -nerds and coa- 
Btunt attitude had to signally honored 
them 


On the farm the little cabin has been 


placed at the exact spot Tvhere it he- 
fore stood and has been surrounded by 
a strong and simple edifice, in which 
It iorrnk the sole exhibit This build- 
ing, -with Its Greek columns, stands 
ui»n a Mil nnd Is approached by a 
btond snecp ot steps lending from n 
pluza, fiom -which also descends luc 
path to the old spring The remainder 
of the farm lias been left as 'before, 
even to a gnarled apple tree said to be 
the last of Tom Lincoln's orchard 


How fortunate It' would be if with 


this revival of Interest In the spot that 
gave Abraham Lincolo birth we could 
have a like revh «1 of Interest in his 
spirit his Ideals and his alms' He was 
not ulouc a man for one crisis but for 
all 
His fidelity to the public good, 


his refusal to permit private consider- 
ations to stand in the way of duty and 
principle, bis temier solicitude for the 


his utterances shine -with tho light of 
love, tempcied his judgment with 
mercy and gave him such sweet hu- 
mility la wielding his unequaled pow- 
er 
Democracy, the equality of man, 


have their origin In the spiritual. 
Men are not equal outwardly, but only 
in tnclr fundamentals and in the inner- 
most 
God and nature treat all alike- 


Here is the model for human govern- 
ment, and it was on this model that 
Abraham Lincoln worked. His code of 
principles consisted In the doctrines of 
the Nazareue crystallized into politics. 
Wo need both them and him We can 
have him only by looking through his 
words and acts to the soul beneath. 
To find that aud give It forth univer- 
sally to humanity would be a centena- 
ry worth while, would be of more help 
than all the birthplace farms, all the 
formal programs, all the panoply and 
trappings and state. Not that we un- 
derrate these outward things. 
They 


are- necessary, but they are not pro- 
cious in themselves, only for what 
they represent. It Is the mighty, the 
majestic and the merciful spirit of 
Lincoln that gives them life It Is that 
which we honor aud that which we 
need. 
Show it to mankind, body It 


forth In all its whiteness and beauty, 
nnd we shall lond a glory to the out 
wntd show -which will make it an 
e\ out to be remembered forever. With- 
out tins It -nil! be hollow and meal 
ingless It is for us to meet the crises 
ol our daj* with the same spirit In 
which Lincoln 'met the crlals of hU 
day 
Otherwise we are not worthy of 


him; otherwise all our praise becomea 
but so much Up service that Insulti 
rather than honors Llm. 


Wo have oui Lincoln farms and 


tombs, our Lincoln homes and otelneo, 
our Lincoln statues and ceremonies. 
Now let us have tie Lincoln spirit, 
nnd we can bnild a nation that .win t» 
a memorial for him Indeed.
